while 
he 
angled for the flower rarities with 
la forked sapling. 
Most of his find- 
J ins# were made in the jungle of 
Chirqul, a mountainous district in 
northwestern Panama. 
His rare 
specimens

I added to the already famous eol- 
lection of the garden here and its 
tropical station In Balboa, Pana-

"In orchid hunting, you ride for 
a while, then you get off your 
horse and swing your machete to 
clear the way,” Pring explained. “If 
you want to explore a dense path.

Then. up among the tropical creep­ 
ers you make out the orchid.

I in the world, in the opinion of 
the problem of perm anent peace 
Paul Harris, of the National Coun­ 
cil 
for 
Prevention 
of 
War, 
as 
expressed In an address yesterday 
at the meeting of the Santa Ana 
Lions club, when C. E. Stewart 
officiated as program chairman. 
Commenting on theories held by 
some that 
the 
United 
States 
should

forces so strong that other na­ 
tions would be afraid to attack this 
! nation and the theory of others 
that defense forces should be made 
so weak that other nations would 
be ashamed to attack, the speaker 
pointed out that the fallacy of 
the former had been exploded by 
past history in which strong na­ 
tions were attacked. 
“If we disarm and leave our­ 
selves open to attack, some ‘Mus- 


j sollni’ will happen along, and we 
know w hat will happen,” H arris 
said, In commenting on the latter 
theory. 
Pointing out that 80 per cent 
of the 
expense 
of the national 
government Is for 
past, 
present 
and future wars, the speaker a s­ 
serted his belief that the United 
States should take the lead In the

friendliness

promoting peace and in reducing 
the tax burdens.

This mach may be 
said without qaaUficatioBS.. It is simply the necessary coachisioo from 
two obvions facts; first, that agriculture will coatiaae for a long time 
ta come, to have Ae dominant role in western progress, in spite of the 
prodigious industrial development now promised for the future; and 
second, that co-operation among Ae producers of agricultural commodi­ 
ties is, comparatively speaking, in its infancy. 
In certain ind u stries already co-*co-operat!on will lead to, m ay be 
operatively organized on a success­ 
ful basis, th e m ovem ent will con­ 
tinue 
to 
gain 
In 
strength. 
In 
other industries w here co-operation 
has been In stitu ted on a m ore or 
less experim ental basis, it will ex­ 
tend its control and will, if the 
first steps have been in the right 
direction and fu tu re policies are 
wisely conceived and consistently 
m aintained, b rin g orderly distrib u ­ 
tion and increased returns to the 
grow ers. 
In still other industries, 
where co-operation has not been 
y et applied, it w ill be an eventual 
developm ent. 
C o-operative 
com ­ 
m odities now feeling the beneficial 
effects of organization in produc­ 
tion and d istrib u tio n will extend 
th e sam e kind of control to m ar­ 
keting, and 
by advertising in a 
scope im possible to individual e n ­ 
terprises b u t necessary and eco­ 
nom ical on a collective basis, will 
create new uses, extend demand, 
and 
relieve 
conditions 
of 
over­ 
production. 
P rom ises No Panacea 
And yet no observation of co­ 
operation, a s it has been applied, 
justifies th e im pression th at the 
m ovem ent is a panacea which will 
relieve in a m om ent all the ills 
th a t ag ricu ltu re is heir to. 
There 
is a too p rev alen t m isconception 
th a t co-operative organization is a 
cure-all, easy to take, which m irac­ 
ulously and alm ost instantly will 
relieve the d istress of an agricul­ 
tu ral industry th a t has fallen into 
evil days th ro u g h deep-seated and 
fundam ental e rro rs—errors alm ost 
invariably evidenced by production 
In excess of th e effective demand. 
F undam entally, co-operation is an 
attem pted rem edy for sick indus­ 
tries. 
Those 
industries—such 
as 
th e citrus 
in d u stry —in which 
it 
has been m ost successful, reached 
a 
low 
point 
in 
discouragem ent 
through chaotic conditions of su p ­ 
ply and red -in k returns, before co­ 
operation could be m ade to stick. 
The raisin in d u stry w ent into the 
very slough of economic despond 
before co-operative m ethods could 
be successfully resorted to. 
In the w hole history of the m ove­ 
m ent, th is fa c t stan d s out in bold 
relief: th a t it tak es the extrem est 
d isaster to b rin g forth the unity of 
sp irit am ong farm ers, and the re ­ 
quired 
leadership 
in 
those 
th at 
guide them , th a t are pre-requisite 
before co-operation can succeed. 
C o-operative organization is not 
m erely an econom ic thing; 
it is 
spiritual a s w ell; 
and until the 
depths 
of 
discouragem ent 
are 
reached, it w ill rarely be found an 
acceptable tonic for a whole in ­ 
dustry. 
A nd alm ost never, until 
such 
a condition 
has 
been 
felt 
throughout an 
Industry, will the 
lasting conviction of the necessity 
of 
collective 
action 
be 
so 
im ­ 
pressed upon Its m em bers th at co­ 
operation m ay be worked out on a 
perm anently sound basis. 
D em ocracy’s W eakness 
F or this a tru th too often neg­ 
lected by th o se who recommend 
co-operation as an easy way out of 
any and all difficulties: when a co­ 
operative h as been once organized, 
even on th e m ost approved found­ 
ation, 
and 
w ith 
a 
comm anding 
percentage of th e producers in its 
industry, its problem is only Just 
touched—its usefulness is not yet 
determ ined. 
It is a dem ocratic o r­ 
ganization, w ith all the w eaknesses 
of dem ocracy. 
T he quick, effective j 
‘ • , o 
n 
and 
a u to cratic 
determ ination 
of 
policies, and th e ir rapid execution, 
possible to organizations of a busi­ 
ness or m ilitary type, are not pos­ 
sible to the co-operative. 
Often its 
internal problem s will be as diffi­ 
cult as its ex tern al w ork of m ar­ 
keting. 
It m u st keep lta m em ber­ 
ship satisfied and loyal. 
It m ust 
harm onize 
d iffering opinions. 
It 
m ust defend 
its policies against 
the possible objections of a m em ­ 
bership often w idely scattered, d i­ 
verse in intelligence and interest, 
and u nfam iliar w ith the practical 
phases of the m anagem ent’s m eth ­ 
ods of accom plishing results. 
And, 
w ith all this, it m ust consistently 
produce 
re tu rn s 
th a t 
are 
better 
than 
sales 
m ade 
through 
other 
agencies. 
It is for these reasons th at one 
can not safely say th at co-opera­ 
tion will prove th e salvation of all 
agriculture. 
I t is true th at it will 
undoubtedly 
prove 
the 
welcome 
haven for som e of them now p ass­ 
ing through 
storm s of excessive 
com petition and over-production. 
The observer w ho looks into the 
future, and a tte m p ts to say w hat 


forced to the conclusion th a t in 
som e Instances it will prove d isap­ 
pointing. 
T here are Industries now 
going through a period of self­ 
searching, and for which co-opera­ 
tion is being strongly recom m end­ 
ed, which m ay attem p t th a t form 
of organization to their own grief. 
If the adversity w hich gives birth 
to co-operation is b ut lightly felt, 
and the m ovem ent is m erely an ex­ 
pedient 
to 
which

tu rn s as a prom ising route to in ­ 
creased profits, and if the condi­ 
tions w ithin the industry are such 
th a t trem endously difficult obsta­ 
cles 
will 
face

The 
C alifornia F ru it G row ers’ exchange, 
m arketing citru s fruit, has had a 
pleasant and successful a rra n g e ­ 
m ent w ith the C alifornia F ru it ex ­ 
change, m arketing deciduous fruits, 
by which the sam e rep resen tativ es 
in eastern m arkets, th e sam e sales 
offices, have been used by both o r­ 
ganizations. 
As the peak sales of 
the two co-operatives come a t d if­ 
ferent seasons, it has been possible 
to secure advantages to both a s ­ 
sociations 
through

a rra n g e ­ 
m ent. 
O ther co-operative associa­ 
tions are now trying out a plan 
of m arketing the produce of sev­

be realized. 
The prune industry in California 
is turning tow ard a co-operative 
advertising effort which will em ­

T his effort, if 
persisted In, will supply a national 
publicity to th© prune which has

EGG TREATMENTS 


Eggs are one of the most valu­ 
able articles in making up beauty 
preparations. 
And they are so 
cheap now, 
that some of these 
preparations m ight be 
made a t 
once. 
The tonic shampoo has to be 
made fresh. Both the yolk and the 
white are valuable for this, but the 
yolk is more so, since It contains a 
rich am ount of sulphur which heals 
skin troubles, helps cure dandruff, 
removes scurf and gives brilliancy 
to the hair. 
But there is a face 
astringent made with the white of 
egg, and for economy you might 
make up both these preparations at 
once. 
Separate 
the 
yolks 
from 
the 
whites of two eggs. Beat up the 
yolks with ten drops of castor oil 
and ten drops of lemon juicer You 
can use It like this on the scalp, 
rubbing It well in, half an hour 
to an hour before you shampoo. 
Let It dry In and then wash off 
with a lather of castile soap. 
For the face astringent beat the 
w hite gently, and add a big pinch 
of powdered borax, a tablespoonful 
of cucumber juice, a tablespoonful 
of vinegar, a pinch of powdered 
camphor. 
It does not m atter if 
these added ingredients vary In 
quantity so 
long 
as 
you 
come 
somewhere near the amount given. 
Keep this sticky substance In a 
wide mouthed bottle, and paint it 
on the face with a small paint 
brush. Cleanse the skin first with 
cold cream, wipe this off. Let the 
egg solution stay on half an hour. 
lie down if possible while It dries 
and draws up the skin. 
W ash off 
with lukewarm water and rub with 
cold cream. It is a very strong 
astringent. 


Egg la geed for faoe or scalp 


beside being fattening so it would 
help your anaemic condition. Take 
a tablespoonful three times a day 
in the same am ount of grape Juice. 
Most anaemic people require iron, 
and It la best to have the doctor 
prescribe for you In all such cases. 
Evelyn:—Try bleaching the hair 
on your arm s by using peroxide as 
this will keep It from showing, 
neither will It increase the trouble 
as a depilatory does.

Very fine traits of Capt. Charles Lindbergh are coming to pub­ 
lic notice. 
One thing is noteworthy— all the lionizing he has re­ 
ceived has not spoiled him. 
And all the flattering monetary offers 
he has received have not turned his head or inclined him to forget 
all else in quest of gold. 
When this angle of his great adventure 
was mentioned to Captain Lindbergh, he made a reply that should 
be remembered as one of the notable sayings of this age : 
I haven’t accepted any offers that have come to me from 
America and I am not going to consider any until I get home. 
We 
didn’t make the flight with that idea in mind. 
We didn’t come over 
here with any million-dollar ambitions. 
This is fine sentiment. 
The great achievements in pioneering 
usually are not made because of "million-dollar ambitions.”

RAW MEAT AND SMOKED MEAT DIET LEADS 
TO TAPEWORM 
The form of tapeworm that is associated with the 
eating of raw meat is perhaps the most common 
type seen In this country. 
One clinic reports seeing 
from IO to 15 patients each year who suffer from 
this disorder. 
Most of the patients were foreign- 
born and of the type that eats more smoked meat, 
uncooked sausage and raw meat than do Americans. 
Among the most common symptoms of tapeworm 
are loss of appetite, unusual desires for peculiar 
foods, extraordinary flow of saliva, headache, ir­ 
regular actions of the bowels an^ Itching of the 
nos. and of the other orifices of the body. 
Although It is a common superstition that per­ 
sons with tapeworm have a ravenous appetite, these 
patients did not appear to Buffet 
unduly with a 
desire for food. 
The symptoms, in general, are 
rather mild, so that Ii. many cases the patient him­ 
self was Ignorant of the fact that he had a tape­ 
worm until the physician discovered the presence 
of the parasite accidentally, 
In the treatm ent for tapeworm, it is customary 
tc give the patient no luncheon nor supper on the 
date preceding the treatment, but black coffee, tea 
or water may be taken freely. At six o’clock on the 
day previous to treatm ent, he is given a large dose 
of epsom salts and at six o'clock in the morning of 
the treatm ent day, another dose. 
He is not perm it­ 
ted to take breakfast, but after having had an action 
of the intestines, Is given a drug which has the 
sx>ecific properties of killing the tapeworm. 
Since the head of the worm is the part which 
propagates and growls, thorough examinations are 
made repeatedly of the excretions of the body to 
determine when the head 
has 
been 
discharged. 
When this is accomplished, the patient may be 
considered as rid of his infestation.
